HE NATIONAL 
COMPETITION 
OUR REPORT 



The exhibition of successful works in this 
competition between the Schools of the United 
Kingdom, its Colonies, and Dependencies, is now 
open at the Victoria and Albert Museum (South 
Kensington). 

The total number of works examined was 
97,335. Of these, 1,091 gained awards, seven- 
teen attaining the high-water mark of a gold 
medal. Mr. Alan S. Cole, Assistant Director for 
Art, assisted by Mr. Archer Bowler, Assistant 
Examiner, had administrative charge of the 
examination, thirty-five examiners being appointed 
to make the awards, their personnel this year 
receiving strength by the addition of Messrs. 
Linley Sambourne, H. H. La Thangue, A.R.A., 
F. W. Pomeroy, G. F. Bodley, A.R.A., and 
Aston Webb, A.R.A. They report freely and 
frankly upon the merits and demerits of the com- 
peting works, and though it is possible for the 
obtuse or ill-informed to misinterpret their 
strictures, it is obvious that they are intended, 
and rightly so, for the guidance and instruction 
of the students concerned, who appreciate and 
profit by the practical criticism thus available, 
which is often most useful when most severe. 
And it is only fair to state that this year adverse 
comments are made much less in regard to the 



work of the general schools than to that of the 
Royal College of Art, which gets 1 the lion's share 
of sharp censure. 

As a whole, the exhibition, whilst containing 
items which are not faultless, has nothing which 
is not genuinely good. There is no example of 
the pretentious but futile work recently seen in 
some loudly-proclaimed shows, whose harvest of 
the rawest and rankest rubbish would pass into 
sudden, complete, and compassionate oblivion if 
subjected to the rigorous test of this National 
Competition. The sections of Modelling and 
Decorative Art are strongest, evidencing a fit 
state of things in view of the enormous and 
rapidly-growing necessities of Art Manufactures, 
and the much more limited though important 
needs of Art Crafts. 

Battersea Polytechnic and Glasgow School of 
Art take leading positions, each having been 
awarded two gold medals. The printed muslin 
designs by Edith Olga Armour and Thomas W. 
Long (Battersea) show great feeling for refined 
colour, and by the absence of complexity in 
detail and arrangement are so successful as to be 
clearly distinguished from all spurious attempts at 
artificial simplicity. James Kincaid (Glasgow) 
shows a design for a printed hanging, in which .

the colour scheme, if not exactly refined, shows 
a bright and brave contrast of tints very cheering 
to the eye. The closely-combined cornsheaves, 
poppies, birds, etc., are freed from confusion by 
an intelligent arrangement of light and dark 
tones. The model of a female figure from the 
nude by Lizzie S. Bell, of the same school, is full 
of strength and life, if wanting slightly in com- 
pletion of detail. 

From Leeds, Ernest H. Simpson has sent some 
stencilled designs for the decoration of a dining- 
room, which, whilst being conspicuous for in- 
genuity in composition of form, with a highly 
decorative and at the same time naturally free 
line, are so excessively compatible with tradition 
in respect to dining-room colours, that they 
appear dull and lifeless in tint. 

Frequently in these columns the marked ad- 
vance made latterly in decorative work at Liver- 
pool School of Art has been noted, and it is pleasant 



to find gold medal honours going to one of its 
students, William J. Medcalf, whose design for 
the frieze of a hall is a veritable achievement in 
figure composition. There is here no eccentric- 
ally chaotic misarrangement of detail, or vapid 
and effeminate affectation in expression. It is 
effectively grouped, the standards and banners 
strengthening and sweetening the composition ; 
its colour is pure, clear, and bright, and a whole- 
some feeling of force pervades the whole piece. 
It receives the highest praise from the examiners, 
and, together with other excellent work from the 
same school, gives promise that the unenviable 
repute as a prolific begetter of inane echoes of 
the least valuable qualities in Mr. Anning Bell's 
work, which Liverpool was earning, will ere long 
be removed. Marie Thekla Pearce (West Brom- 
wich) wins a gold medal for a life-size half- 
length female nude figure, painted from the living 
model with much appreciation of luminous skin

colour. From the Royal College of Art Mary 
G. Houston, in her design for a portiere worked 
in applique, reveals a power of design and a skill 
in colour-harmony equal to some of the finest 
productions we have ever seen. Harry G. 
Theaker (Royal College of Art) exhibits some 
designs for piano front panels, having figures 
agreeably arranged, with elaborate detail in their 
costumes, which lends a certain richness to the 
general effect. Some stiffness in the poise of the 
heads lessens the value of these clever works, the 
chief colour note of which arises from a few 



purple patches dexterously placed. Maggie 
Briggs (Battersea), in her design for a rosewood 
hanging cupboard with gesso decoration, evinces 
thoughtfulness in the simple scheme, and delicacy 
in the naturalistic treatment of floral forms. An 
interesting design for a frieze for a nursery wall- 
paper is shown by Nellie Brightwell (Birming- 
ham), characterised by a simple force of spirit and 
style, giving great charm in effect. True plastic 
feeling exists in the modelled design for a frieze 
by Gertrude M. Haswell (Birmingham), in which 
birds and foliage are treated in an original

manner. Helena R. Dow (Glasgow), in her 
design for cretonne, has gone in for boldness of 
line with success, and managed a perspective 
rendering of water with a restraint which makes 
it unobtrusive. Among a number of admirable 
designs from Holloway, Mary Perrott shows 
some based on a flowering plant, most ingeniously 
planned, emphasising the natural features of the 
plant with firmness and fidelity. Jessie Kilpin 
(Leeds) exhibits four ornamental arrangements to 
fill given spaces, exquisite alike in suggestion and 
accomplishment. A truly modern problem has 
been grappled with by Thomas Smith (Leicester), 
in his designs for electric lamp-posts, and with a 
considerable degree of success, showing strength 
combined with slenderness, and due appreciation 
of the position of the lamps as bright points in the 
decorative scheme. William E. Grimshaw 
(Macclesfield) shows a soundly-planned design 
for a damask tablecloth, having ships and birds as 
its principal units of ornament. Note the value of 
the plain band on the inner side of the border. 

The exhibition is rich in good metal work 
designs, among which are some for silver work 
by Maude M. Ackery (New Cross), whose silver 
claret jug and toast rack are elegant, practical, 
and well-fitted for their purposes. Kate Allen, 
also of New Cross, shows some charming designs 



for jewellery. This school is especially strong in 
design, one of the best being for the decoration 
of a music room by Arthur O. Carter, remark- 
able for its graceful proportions and tender colour. 
Ernest G. Gillick (Nottingham) proves power 
of originality by his clever design for a band- 
stand. The seated figure shown as a detail is, 
perhaps, inclined to separate itself from the main 
composition by a somewhat pictorial treatment ; 
but as a detached figure it is unexcelled for the 
simple perfection of its perfect simplicity. Fewer 
designs for posters than usual are exhibited. 
Hugo Koch (South Kensington) shows some 
designs for stencilled Christmas cards and posters, 
humorous and clever. Some quaint cats on one 
of these designs are managed with great spirit. 
Bold, curly, and picturesque is the mirror frame, 
modelled and designed by William Batchelor 
(Westminster). The elegant proportion of the 
central space deserves a word of praise. 

One of the many fallacies which still exist 
regarding methods of work looked for by the 
examiners will surely be exploded by the award 
of a gold medal to Frank S. Eastman (Croydon), 
for a figure drawn from the nude in charcoal. It 
is a powerful, true drawing, strong in absolute 
expression of absolute natural form. Norman L. 
Roffey (Canterbury) shows a study from the

nude, in which the salient and distinctive accents 
of the figure are well caught. William A. 
Martin (Liverpool), in his silver medal painted 
study of the back view of a male figure from the 
nude, gives proof of more power of handling and 
far more promise of ultimate success even than 
one finds in the gold medal study by M. Pearce. 
One of the most strikingly complete chalk 
drawings in the exhibition is one of a head of the 
Laocoon, by Herbert Weaver (Worcester), pos- 
sessing exactness of tone and fulness of artistic 
expression. 

No gold medal was awarded for Book Illustra- 
tions, which do not appear to be up to last year's 
level. In this section Jessie King (Glasgow) gets 
a silver medal, and in spite of strong conventional 
exaggeration, succeeds in obtaining a fairly pleas- 
ing effect. Her lettering is very good in style. 
Frank E. Wiles (Cambridge) shows in his silver 
medal designs for book illustration and menu 
cards distinction in treatment of a praiseworthy 
character. Sunderland Rollinson (Scarborough), 
whose book pieces in previous exhibitions have 
been much admired, shows some specimens 
evincing great ability and power of technique. 

The painting of flowers and still life is as usual 



very strong. A Colonial School (Christchurch, 
New Zealand) wins a silver medal for a richly- 
painted group in oil, the chief object of which is 
a saddle, by Sydney L. Thompson. A group in 
water colours by Elsie Anderson (Coventry) 
shows facility in rendering rich depth of shadow. 
Dublin contributes good flower paintings, one of 
the best being by Elizabeth G. Hennessy, from a 
growing geranium. The perspective of the leaves 
and the surface colour are excellently well 
rendered. 

The limits of space prevent the detailed notice 
of many other admirable works. Among the 
more noteworthy are the following : — Jennie 
Delahunt (Manchester), modelled design for a 
ceiling. Evelyn Kate Hippisley (Bristol, Kens- 
ington House), chalk drawing of a figure from 
the nude. Walter C. Browne (West Bromwich), 
model of a bird from nature. George C. Dux- 
bury (Royal College of Art), design for a piano 
front. Florence D. Harris (R.C.A.), design for 
a damask table cloth. Ruby W. Levick
